Hundreds of Girls in Search of 
Work Arrive on Each 
Ship From Europe.

FEW OF THEM’ RETURN 








They Soon Find Paying Em- 
ployment and Then 
They Marry. 





By Lensed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—More than one 
hundred thousand housemaids come to 
this country every year from Ireland, 
Scandanavia and Germany. Of this 
great army not one thousandth know 
the language of the country, outside the 
Irish maids, of course, and yet the cry 
for domestic help from abroad con- 
tinues to be the one great wail among 
housewives, and those who are lucky 
enough to obtain a servant out of the 
“raw material’’ have to pay fancy 
prices for the kitchen queens. 

On every steamship that comes to port 
are hundreds of girls anxious to get sit- 
uations. If they come from Sweden, 


} Norway, Germany, Denmark or Poland 


the chances are a thousand to one that 
they cannot oak a word of English, 
and so there is a long waiting list at 
every mission along State, Greenwich 
and Whitehall streets of those who wish 
to take a “raw” girl into their homés, 
teach her the language and ultimately 
convert the newsomer into a prize. 
Pastor Peterson of the Pilger Haus— 
Immigrant House—in State street as- 
sists more young wmen to positions in 
this country than any other of the nu- 
merous missionaries who daily visit El- 
lis Island and who are entrusted with 
the care of young women who have no 
other. friends on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

Many Come West. . 
Mr. Peterson conducts the Pilger Haus 
for the benefit of German and Scan- 
dinavian girls who want to remain in 
town for a few days to look around for 
positions before, either taking one in 
town or starting on their trip West- 
ward, where the new arrivals are eagerly 
looked for as desirable material for the 
Scandinavian and German farming com- 
munities. 
There was a time in this country when 


a first-rate servant could be had from 


$10 to $13 a month and board. Today 
the current rate is from $15 to $20 and 
there are few offers at the former rate. 
If a “raw” girl take a job as servant 
at $15 she remains in her position just 
long enough to learn the language, and 
just when she promises to be of use to 
her educator in household affairs she 
demands $20 a month and leaves if the 
advance is denied. 

As a rule the girls who come on the 
Scandinavian and German steamships 
prefer to go West to the colonies | of 
their countrymen to remaining in New 
York in service, but even then they re- 
main under the constant supervision of 
Mr. Peterson. Weekly reports and let- 
ters are expected, and the pastor and 
his assistants write gegularly to the 
newly arrived country maid. They see 
to it that she does not negle€t her 
church duties and they straighten out 
any troubles that may overtake her. 
One ‘Norwegian girl who took a place 
in New York learned that her brother 
was in a hospital somewhere in the 
United States.. The officials of the Pil- 
ger Haus communicated with various 
consuls of Norway until the missing 
brother was found. 

Find Ready Employment. 

On the door of every mission house 
in Lower Manhattan is the sign, ‘‘No 
Girls for Help,’’ put there because the 


waiting list of people personally known 


'to the missions is so large that outsiders 


have not the remotest chance to obtain 
a girl. Besides, the people who storm 
the doors of the missions on steamship 
days consist mostly of women who ex- 
pect a girl as servant at about $10 a 
month and are surprised when they 
learn they cannot get one under $15. 
The charges made by the various mis- 
sion houses for board and lodging are 
just sufficient to cover the actual ex- 
pense, and it is only through donations 
from charitably disposed persons that 
the Pilger Haus and like institutions 
are kept going. 

On Ellis Island a dozen missionaries 
have access to the retention room, the 
waiting room and the examination room. 
Besides Pastor Peterson, there are a 
German Lutheran mission representa- 
tive, an Italian and other missionaries. 


Has Placed 159,000 Girls. 

Father Henry, who directs the mission 
for Irish immigrant girls, has been 4 
familiar figure on Ellis Island for 
years. He has placed 150,000 girls in 
positions, and keeps watch over them 
for years after they have landed in the 
United States. 
It is estimated Wy the missionaries 
that about 50 per cent of the girls who 
come to this country ‘“raw’’ get mar- 
ried within thrée years.’ The other 50 
per cent get married within five years. 
The Scandinavian girls generally marry 
either native-born Scandinavians or 
Seandinavian-Americans. The Irish and 
German girls are not so particular about 
marrying men of their own nationality. 
Of the total immigration of young 
women it has been estimated that about 
twenty-five marry the sweethearts of 
their chilghood days who have either 
preceded them to this country or to 
whom they subsequently return.

in the criminal courts in this country 
is in need of reform. Judge Davis was 
present at the trial of “Chicago May” 
in London, when she was sent to Jail 
for 15 vears, and her companion, Charles 
Smith, was awarded penal servitude for 
life for attempting to murder ‘Eddie” 

Guerin, a noted bank robber. 

Judge Davis _was particularly im- 
pressed hy the swiftness of English jus- 
tice. The man and woman whose trial 
he criticised were convicted in two days 
in Old Bailey. Judge Davis at that time 
sat on the bench as the guest of Judge 
Darling. 

Justice Swifter There. 

“English justice is much swifter than 
it is here,’’ said Judge Davis. “It is 
even swifter than the far-famed ‘Jer- 
sey justice’ of which we hear so much. 
It would have taken at least a week 
to try the woman known as ‘Chicago 
May’ and her companion if the trial 
had been held here and then there 
Would have been the usual appeals. 

“Over here the judges in criminal 
cases are on trial as much 4s the de- 
fendant. The public tries to find out 
how much law the Judge knows and 
all sorts of schemes are planned to trip 
him up. In England a trial is conduct- 
ed in a-quiet, thorough, dignified man- 
ner, and no time is wasted with sense- 
less arguments, squabbles and long, 
drawn-out technicalities.”’ 

Judge Davis was asked if he thinks 
the system in England in regard to 
criminal cases better than it is here. 

Likes English System. 

“In cases where it is known that a 
man is guilty and the proving of his 
guilt does not rest upon circumstantial 
evidence I think the system there is 
better,’’ he said. ‘‘In cases of circum- 
stantial evidence, however, the Ameri- 
can system gives the accused a great 


deal more of an opportunity to clear 
themselves. The fact that many ap- 
peals can be taken is of great advan- 
tage to the accused.”’ 

‘Chicago May,’ who is known in this 
and other countries as a famous ‘“bad- 
ger’’ woman, was driving with Smith in 
London on June 15 last when they saw 
Guerin walking. Smith jumped out of 
the carriage and fired several shots at 
Guerin, one of which wounded him 
slightly. The woman told Smith that 
Guerin had threatened to kill Smith on 
sight. and Smith pleaded self-defense. 

Guerin Rad formerly been convicted 
of robbing a bank in Paris and had been 
sent to Devil’s,Island. He escaped to 
Englend and efforts by the French Gov- 


unsuccessful.

“WELLINGTON, New Zealand, Oct. 5. 
—An important decision vindicating 
the arbitration act was announced in 
the Court of Appeal, when a full court, 
including the Chief Justice, affirmed 
strikers refusing to pay a fine imposed 
on them for taking part in a strike are 
able to imprisonment. 

¢ The Court of Appeal has thus finally 
deelared that New Zealand workers who 
take part in a strike --» violating the 
law, and may We fined, and, in case of 
nonpayment, imprisoned for a. term not 
exceeding one year. 

All those who td6k part in the recent 
slaughierme n’s strike here will now have 
to pay a fine or go to prison. 

It is now contended by the authori- 
ties that the arbitration act contains 
effective means for preventing strikes 
and punishing strikers. 

The Industrial Conciliation and Arbf- 
tration Act of New Zealand was passed 
12 years ago. | 
Under its provisions all trade disputes 


are referred to a board of concilia- 
tion, and failing a settlement there, 
must be brought before a compulsory 
arbitration court. 

The decision of the Arbitration Court 
is final, and must be obeped by both 
employers and employes. Its findings 
can be enforced by fines, and as a last 
resort by imprisonment for terms not 
exceeding 12 months. 

New Zealand was practically free from 
strikes till the present year, when on 
two occasions the law has been defied. 





Tramways Co,.’s employes, who struck 
work with a complete disregard of the 
act. Their strike lasted only four hours, 
when the men yielded. 

The second strike was more serious, 
however. It originated among a num- 
ber of Australian and Tasmanian butch- 
ers, and resulted in a general strike of 
slaughtermen.

Texas Crop Movement Re- 
quires More Financing 
Than Before. 





SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 4.—Chief 
ly as a result of the congestion on rail- 


roads last year, and their siowness in 
handling the cotton crop, foreign buy- 
ers of the staple are not advancing 
money this year until they have re- 
ceived the steamship bills of lading, As 
a result of this, many bankers who ad- 
yanced money on the cotton together 
with buyers are suffering inconveniences, 
and in addition the loss of the use of the 
money for several weeks. 7 

However, there is the redeeming fea- 
ture this year that the railroads are 
handling the crop better in this State 


because of the slowness with which it 


ig coming in to market. , 

According to the banking interests it 
is now up to the cotton buyers and the 
railroads to remedy existing conditions. 
Unless this is done {it is not likely that 
the Lanks will be as free in lending 
money on cotton as heretofore because 
of the prabability of getting a great sup- 
ply of the staple on hand. 


The Fermer Method. 
For some yearg the cotton buyers for- 


warded the railroad bills of lading to 
agents of steamship companies, who in 
turn issued steamship bills of lading. 
The buyers then attached drafts to tho 
steamship bills of lading, sending these 
to Europe for collection through the lo- 
cal banks. 

Because of having had, in a number 
of instances, to pay for cotton two or 
the 
foreign buyers entered a strenuous com- 
plaint. In consequence of this the 
steamship companies have now refused 
to issue bills of lading until the cotton 
is on the docks ready to be loaded into 
vessels. 

This is where the “rub” comes in for 
the Texas buyers handling cotton for 
export. It is asserted that it required 
from two to “three weeks, last year, to 
get cotton to Texas ports from soma 
of the interior points. This was due in 
a@ measure to congested condition on 
railroads, and there was one instance 
in which it required more than a month 
to get'a-.shipment of cotton from San 
Antonio to Galveston. 


: Goods in Sight First. 
Under the existing conditions, it will 


be seen that buyers here for foreign 
markets cannot secure the steamship 
bills of lading until the cotton reaches 
Galveston or New Orleans. Not until a 
day or so after a shipment reaches 
either of these ports can the buyer now 
secure his steamship bill of lading to be 
sent to Europe with his draft for collec- 
tion. 

It is because of this condition that 
it will require a great deal more money 
to handle the crop for foreign. ship- 
ment in comparison to former years. 
Should the benks commence advancing 
money on railroad bills of lading they 
would, in the language of a local bank- 
er, find themselves with their hands full 
of cotton. 

Banks Lose Interest. 

Further than this, the local buyers 
and the banks lose the interest during 
the time the cotton is in transit upon 
the railroads. 

Because of a shortage in the crop 
this year, the new conditions applying to 
bids of lading will not be severely felt 
as if a full crop had been made. 

The Farmers’ Union is not in sympa- 
thy with those trying to secure rapid |” 
movement of the crop, as that means 4a 
heavy supply to reduce the demand and 
lower prices. The union, to prevent 
throwing cotton onto the market in 
large quanties, has erected warehouses 
in which the members store their prod- 
uct, marketing only as is necessary.

McElwee, in the Chattanooga Times, 
tells how the gold and silver was stored 
away and left behind, how it was found 
by piecemeal and the attempts made to 
get away with it, the battles for fits 
possession between soldiers of the blue 
and gray, its division and rehiding,. and 
how some got away and lived in riches. 


Feared Federal Capture. 

President Davis and his wagon train 
of gold crossed the Savannah River near 
Calhoun Falls and reached .Washington 
in the early morn. Fearing eapture at 
any moment, Mrs. Davis placed her 
watch and jewelry in a box and left it 
with a Mrs. Moss, where they spent the 
first night. 

President Davis called his Cabinet of- 
ficers together and from the gencral in-

should take a portion of the money and 
decide for himself his future course.

Protection Is Removed. 

It was believed the secret cou:d -be 
kept until a chance was available to 
distribute it among the States ‘from 
which it was drawn. The Sixteenth Bat- 
talion of cavalry was left to guard the 
hidden wealth. .Federal troops arrived 
in a few days and captured the battal- 
ion. 

Unable to learn anything of the dispo- 
sition of the treasury funds, the Federal 
officers decided that it must have been 
hidden, and under the pretext of allow- 
ing their men to rest up they instructed 
them to lounge around the city and keep 
their eyes and ears open. This scheme 
failed and they organized a company of 
negroes as “home guards,’’ which they 
engaged to search private homes. This 
also failed. 

Then they camped near Little River 
aud a mau appeared in Washington who 


nk, and was in search of money that 
had been taken from his institution.

Shetland ponies on the part of big cir- 
cuses that entice thousands of children, 
through the alluremeénts of this beau- 
tiful, sleek and capricious animal, has 
directed attention to the Island of Shet- 
land, where the ponies are found in their 
own hames, shaggy, ill-kept, dirty-brown 
objects, with deep-rooted objection to 
everything, and a penchant for kicking. 

The Shetland, at home, is an ugly 
species of animal, beside which the long- 
eared donkey, with knots and windgalls 
on its shanks and cockle burrs in its 
rough coat, would win a prize for good 
looks and gumption. 

On hillsides, herds of ponies are seen 
every day extracting scanty nourishment 
from peat moss and sandstone. There 
are patches of clover, but so small in 
area that they furnish little food. But 
the ponies seem to have plenty of life 
in them; most of them are vicious. 

It was nearly a hundred years ago 
when Sir Walter Scott visited the home 
of the Sheldand pony and wrote his ob- 
servations—‘The Melancholy Isie of the 
Ultima Thule.” The pony has never 
altered for the better. There is no evi- 
dence of any attempt to civilize him in 





tthe land of his origin. 


It is said that the Shetland pony’s 
sizo is due’ to the destitution of his 
home, where he is stunted by lack of 
nourishment. It is known to everybody 
that the prize-winning Shetland ponies 
are al: reared on Scottish or British soil. 
They grow larger, as a rule, on for- 
eign and more fertile soil. 

-Every year there are large shipments 
af these dwarf horses to foreign lands, 
where they are bought at prices far ex- 
ceeding Ahose paid for larger horses, 
and are adopted into families as com- 
panions for children, or used by circus 
men as entertainers, because of their 
funning acts and their shining beauty. 

Many of the ponies, as they are found 
in Shetland, are so ugly and treacherous 
they are declined at any price, and for 
this reason good ones are hard ‘to get, 
even where they are plentiful. 

The products of Sanlodge and Sum- 
burgh are the most delightful little crea- 
tures, and they are always getting good 

appointments away from home. « Baby 
Shetlands are very valuable, and in 
transporting them it is frequently neces- 


|sary to also transport their mothers, so

FROM STATE TO STATE 
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It was 9 o’clock when the thousands 
upon the Eads Bridge and upon the 
levees and housetops saw far up the 
river a line of black shadows emerging 
into shape In the smoke cloud that hung 
dark upon the water.

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Life on Steamer Is Not Restful to Roosevelt 
Who Runs on Deck to Greet All Who : 
Attract His Attention. 











There was some uneasiness in certain 
quarters when it became known that 
President Roosevelt was going to make 
a trip om the Mississippi River in a 
steamboat lest he would not get enough 
exercise, and would pine for action. 

Be relieved. Leave that to the Presi- 
dent. 

An associate of the President on the 
trip from Keokuk to St. Louis on the 
steamer Mississippi says that he lost 
none of his strenuosity during his trip, 
but that he kept himself in full vigor, 
and in a manner that most men would 
dodge. ; 

Mr. Roosevelt did not regard his river 
trip as a time of rest or a deliherate at- 
tempt to give him an opportunity te 
loaf. He was ‘busier than a bird dog,” 
as one of those on the_ boat expressed 
it, during every waking hour. 

All the way down the river the towns 
turned out citizens until the banks were 
black with people, who fired guns, 
yelled the linings out of their throats 
and otherwise demeaned themselves 1) 
@ manner that led those in the party 
to think that they did not 4islike Theos- 
dere.- 

And where was the President wheg 
this was gding on? Reclining on a dow- 
ny satin-covered divan? Not so. He 
was out in the bow waving his hat and 
giving the populace a wave of the glad- 
hand and the Roosevelt smile. 

But it was not the great throngs at 
the towns that got all his attention. A 


‘launch would dart out from shore when 


he steamer was sighted and run as close 
as it dared, sooting its tin whistle. No 
matter if the President was engaged at 
dinner, he would leap from the table 
and rush on deck to give the wayfarer 
the best he had In the way of greeting. 

All the way down the river are lights 
for the guidance of pilots at night. 
Whenever the Mississippi approached 
one of these there was sure to be the 
keeper giving the only salute of honor 
he happened to have about him—both 
barrels of his shotgun. The President 
would stop dictating a section of his 
message .to Congress in the main cabin 
to run to the deck and acknowledge 
it and give the light keeper something ‘to 
talk about for a year or two. 

According to the historian of the trip 
there was not a farm boy too humble 
to bring the President out on decx 
with an acknowledgment of the shrill 
boyish yells. 

At 6 o'clock Tuesday night he sat 
down to dinner. There were 10 at his 
table. Besides the President, who sat 
at the head, there were Col. Sears, 
Capt. Lukesh, Maj. Meigs, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Rickey, Col. Ockerson, Mr. MclIi- 
henny of Louisiana, Assistant Secretary 
Latta and Mr: Netherlands. 

The President's meal was frequently 
interrupted by his hasty departure for 
the deck. But he ate heartily and 
praised the cuisine and the ‘service. 

As the Mississippi steamed past Loul- 
siana the sky was suddenly shot full of 
hoies by the enthusiastic citizens who 
had purchased a large quantity of fire- 
works in his honor, and he sat on deck 
exclaiming admiringly as rockets shot 
athwart the night staining the waters of 
the Mississippi with their refiected glow. 
‘This and the thorough examination of 
the boat, how it was run and what 
made the wheels go round, to say noth- 
ing of the interest he took in the river 
itself, keeping his secretaries busy, in- 
terrogating the pilots as to channels 
and sandbars, kept the President from 
gathering any superfiuous flesh. 

As soon as he stepped aboard at Keo- 
kuk he retired to the seciusion of his 
cabin, whipped off the long frock coat 
he had worn at the reception and speech 
and tossed his high hat into its box 
substituting therefore a loose sack coat 
and a Fedora hat.

In 1904 Adams 
published in the London Lancet the 
statistical data he had collected in Au- 
stralia, te to show that, with cer- 
tain exc: the mortality of the 
foreign-bor.. .2 any new country is 
much higher than in their. native lands. 
The exceptions were those races which, 
regardless of changed environment, ad- 
here closely to their native articles of 
diet—as the Italians and Chinese. Since 
1904 Dr. Adams has traveled through- 
out Great Britain, the European Conti- 
nent and the -United States, studying 
statistics and applying them to his the- 


‘ory of diet as a factor in the cause of 


cancer, and in each country he” has 
found the data corroborative of his 
views. The figures that he hag been able 
to gather in Chicago have lead him to 
make the following yeneral statements: 

From 1856 to 1866 there was an increase 
in the cancer death rate in Chicago of 
680 per cent. From 1866 to 1906 the in- 
crease in cancer death rate was 232 per 
cent. In 1856 but one in eaci: 1000 deaths 
was due to cancer; In 1866 one in each 164 
deaths was due to cancer, and in 1905 
one in each 28 deaths was due to this 
disease. 

The cancer death rate among the Ger- 
man residents of Chicago is the high- 
est in the world, being 300 per cent 
nigher than among the Germans in Ger- 
many. Of the Germans dying in Chi- 
vago at the age of #0 or over one in 
every four dies from cancer In Ger- 
many it fs one in 12. 

Of the Irish dy:ng in Chicago, age #0 
or over, one in six dies from cancer, 
while in Ireland the cancer death rate 
ig one in 16. 

"Native Chicagoans, living in Chicago, 
have the lowest death rate from this 
disease of any people in the world. But 
one tn each 400 deaths amorg these peo- 
ple is due to cancer, and bu. one in 72 
deaths of those over 40 years of age. 

The death rate from cancer among 
the Italians (who adhere to their na- 
tional diet of macaroni and spaghetti) 
and of the Chinese (who live largely on 
rice), is practically the same in their 
native countries. 

Dr. Adams. accounts for the astonish- 
ing increase in the cancer mortality of 
the foreign-born, cially among the 
Irish, Germans and Scandinavians, to 
the fact that, while unused to a meat 
diet in their own countries, ihe laboring 
classes, on coming to Chicago, indulge 
extensively in the canned, pickled and 
preserved meat foods, using the kinds 
that can be purchased at the lowest 
price and, as a ruls, that of the poorest 


quality.

OLD ARGUMENT IS NEW. 


The same considerations which made the founders of the Constitution deem 
it imperative that the nation should have complete control of interstate com- 
merce apply with peculiar force to the control of interstate railroads at the 
present day; and the arguments of Madison of Virginia, Pinckney of South 
Carolina, and Hamilton and Jay of New York, in their essence apply now as 
they applied 120 years ago. 

The national convention which framed the Constitution, and in which al- 
most all the most eminent of the first generation of American statesmen sat, 
embodied the theory of the instrument in a resolution, to the effect that the Na- 
tional Government should have power in cases where the separate states were 
incompetent to act with full ethdancr. and where the harmony of the United 
States would be interrupted by the exercise of such individua legislation. 

The interstate railroad situation is exactly a case in point. There will, | 
of course, be lodhl matters affecting railroads which can best be dealt with by 
local authority, but as national commercial agents the big interstate railroads 
ought to be completely subject to national authority. Onlv thus can we secure 
their complete subjection to, and control by, a single sovereign, representing 
the whole people, and capable both of protecting the public and of seeing that 
the railroads neither inflict nor endure injustice. 


' WOULD CONTROL ALL INTERSTATE BUSINESS. 


Personally I firmly believe that there should be national legislation to con- 
trol all industrial corporations doing an interstate business, including the con- 
control of the output of their securities, but as to these the necessity for Federal 

control is less urgent and immediate than is the case with the railroads. 

Many of the abuses connected with these corporations will probably tend 
to disappear now that the Government—the publi¢—-is gradually getting the 
upper hand as regards putting a stop to the rebates and special privileges which 
some of these corporations have enjoyed at the hands of the common carriers. 
But ultimately it will be found that the complete remedy for these abuses 
lies in direct and affirmative action by the National Government. 

That there is constitutional power for.the national regulation of these } 
corporations I have myself no question. Two or three generations ago there 
was just as much hostility to national control of banks as there is now to 
national control of railroads or of industrial corporations doing an interstate 
business. That hostility now seems to us ludicrous in its lack of warrant; 
in like manner, gentlemen, our descendants will regard with wonder the present 
opposition to giving the National’Government adequate power to control .those 
great corporations, which it alone can fully, and yet wisely, safely, and justly 
control. : . 

Remember also that to regulate the formation of these corporations offers 
one of. the most direct and efficient methods of regulating their activities. 


CONSTITUTIONAL POWER EXISTS. 


I am not pleading for an extension of constitutional power. I am pleading 
that constitutional power which already exists shall be applied to new conditions 
which did not exist when the Constitution went into being. 

I ask that the national powers already conferred. upon the National Govern- 
ment by the Constitution shall be so used as to bring national commerce and 
industry effectively under the authority of the Federal Government and there- 
by avert industrial chaos. : 

My plea is not to bring about a eondition of centralization. It. is that 
the Government shall recognize a condition of centralization in a field where 
it already exists. , 

When the national banking law was pases it represented in reality not 
centralization, but recognition of the fact that the:country.had so far advanced 
that the currency was already a matter of national concern and must be dealt 
with by the: central authority at Washington. So it is with interstate indus- 
trialism and especially with the matter of interstate railroad operation to- 
day. Centralization has already taken place in the world of commerce and 
industry. 

All I ask is that the National Government look this fact 
cept it as a fact, and fit itself accordingly for a policy of 
control over this centralized commerce and industry.
